Impassable roads from the front 
make it necessary to carry the wound­ 
ed in litters more than five kilometers 
(over three miles). 
The litter men 
have been working without rest since 
day light. 
They have had little food, 
either. 
They gather up the wounded 
give them first aid and bring them 
back to the dressing stations. 
While 
the wounded are awaiting their turn 
they are carefully covered with sal­ 
vage blankets and boche overcoats. 
Many of the red cross men had not 
eaten more than one or two meals 
during the whole fighting. They were 
tired looking but bright eyed. One red 
cross man from Ohio stopped me and 
asked for news from the 
outside 
world.. 
He had been too busy to in­ 
quire for news before, and was de­ 
lighted to learn th at’the allies are a t­ 
tacking everywhere.

AMERICANS CONT RIBUTE LARGELY 
TO SMASHING THE GERMAN BUGABOO

W ith the British Armies in France 
S^nt. 30.—The Americans have .con­ 
tributed their share to smashing the 
bugaboo cf the western 
front—the 
Hindenburg line. 
On a front of 
6,000 
yards 
they 
caved in the Gewnan defenses yester­ 
day. making an irreDarable 
breach, 
and nenetrating a distance equal to 
the front of their attack. They open­ 
ed the wav for the 
A ustralians 
to 
shove on still farther. 
E arly today the Yanks re-organiz­ 
ed their units and swung shandy lo 
the left, threatening a 
greatly 
in­ 
creasing 
break in the 
enemy line, 
through an enveloping movement. 
The battle yesterday was unusually 
spectacular. The flash of guns illum­ 
inated the country for miles around 
throughout the night. 
The artillery 
suddenly ceased at dawn. 
Then 
the 
silence was broken again by the Am- 
ermon barrage. 
Behind their own shells, 
dropping 
in an even line ahead of them, 
the 
Americans could 
be seen 
clamber­ 
ing over the rough, broken 
ground. 
They advanced in hundred yard dash­ 
es, the barrage doing tfie same. 
A 
few m inutes took them into a thick 
maze of wires, though this had been 
nrncticariv cleared away by instan­ 
taneous fuse shells. 
Six minutes after 
the 
American 
barrage started—British guns fired 
the shells—the Germans nut down a 
counter barrage. 
They only succeed­ 
ed in bothering the first support com­ 


panies, however, without catching the 
first waves-

simultaneously hid the whole battle 
field for several 
minutes. 
When it 
cleared away the Americans were re­ 
vealed running steadily ahead. 
The 
British guns then apparently sm other­ 
ed the boche artillery, for that was 
the last seen of the enemv barrage.

Americans 
found 
themselves plunging across the Ilin- 
denburg defenses. There the work of 
the instantaneous fuse shells had been 
almost complete. 
Machine gun nests were wined out 
with rifles and grenades 
and 
some 
prisoners were sent back. 
The Americans on the rig h t were 
delaved bv ordinary machine gun em­ 
placements in front cf the main de­ 
fenses, biri thev reached the 
main 
line soon after their comrades. Their 
rush prevented them comnletelv moo­ 
ning un the ground there, leaving con­ 
siderable work for 
the 
Australians 
fo11 owing them. 
W ith the Americans went a large 
number of tanks, as well as a

London, Sept. 30—Bulgaria has sur­ 
rendered unconditionally, according to 
an agency dispatch received here today. 


London, Sept. 30—(3:05)—The allies and 
Bulgarians ceased hostilities at noon, it was 
learned from an authoritative source here this 
afternoon. 
The Serbian legation confirms Bulgaria’s 
surrender. 
As the allies swept ahead in five great offen­ 
sives today a Paris dispatch said that Bulgaria has 
accepted all the allies terms which are reported to 
have included surrender of her armies of inva­ 
sion, demobilization of the remainder, complete 
severance with Germany, Austria and Turkey, 
and permission for allied forces to traverse Bul­ 
garian territory. 
The way is thus opened for re-entry of Ru­ 
mania into the war and quick re-establishment of 
the eastern front. The combined Anglo-Franco- 
American smash on the fifty mile front extending 
from South of Doual to north of La Fere, has car­ 
ried the allies into the suburbs of Cambrai. St. 
Quentin is practically surrounded. 
The British 
are far past the great coal center of Douai to the 
southward, and are within less than five miles of 
that city. 


Washington, Sept. 30—Bulgarian Minister
